Your le*ter of April 27th at hand. I have just locked 
through our collection of Kai Yuan coins of the period of Fu 
Tsung and of the 22 known Mints of this emperor. We have 
71 specimens. I did not, however, check up to see 4f each mint 
was represented but from these figures »ou ean see we have a 
good many specimens. 


I do not know where you could dispose of these in this 
country unless possibly Howard D. Gibbs, 1454 Harris Ave., 
Crafton, Pittsburgh, Pa., would be intereste!. 


At the present time there seems to be a decided lack of 
interest in Chinese cash. Pieces collected are simply the modern 
coins since 1900. We hove really a very fine collection of the 
ant Nese pieces. We have just over 100 specimens. I personally 
think they are coins and were derived from the cowrle, as we have 
a whole progression from the actual cowrlie with the tops broken 
off, cowrles made of bone, later of metal, and then later ones that 
are just between these and the Ant Nose. Mr. Gibbs might be inter- 
ested in these or Wayte Raymond, Inc., 580 Fifth Avenue, New York. 


We ourselves are looking for any of the recent Chinese 
issues, especially those gotten out by the Seviet fictions.
